The first work upon the land 
this spring was commenced by Mr.

He refers to the offi- 
cial report of the health departmen! 
for the three months ending March 
81, which records 956 cases of meas- 
les for the city, | 

“Probably the story was based on 
the German measles epidemic which 
preceded the measles and of which 
there were several thousand cases, 
This is a trifling illness and in many 
places is not subject to quarantine’y 
he explained 

“The suggestion that the disease 
now spreading through the city is 
mild is entirely unwarranted,’ the 
M.H.O. added, “Measles must be re 
garded as a most dangerous disease 
and in epidemic years usually causes 
more deaths than either scariet fcver 
or diphtheria, as a result of con:pil- 
cations. A number of deaths alreedy 
have occurred in the elity, tn some 
cases due to carelessness and failure 
to get proper medical attention. The 
statement that there have been no 
deaths was evidently based on the | 
isolation hospital report, where only 
19 cases of measies were treated in| 
March."

|Owners of San Francisco 
Club Set Record for 
Rookie Sales 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 16—- 
When the present owners of the San 
Francisco club of the coast league 
walked into baseball they must have 
had at least part of a horseshoeing 
establishment concealed about their 
respective persons, and, whatever 
the part may have been, it has done 
its work well, because the quartet of 
Golden Gate magnates in a few 
years has set a money getting re- 
cord that has some of the other min- 
ors moaning to the heavens about 
the luck of some people. 

It was in 1918 that the Friscoo 
club was turned over to its present 
owners, or maybe financiers would 
be more appropriate. Without any 
waste of time or energy these deal- 
ers in ivory set about the business 
of crying their wares. Their first 
ery got them a response and they've 
been crying aloud ever since with 
the result that in seven years they 
have taken approximately $400,000 
in purchase money from the major 
leaguers. 

Taking money from the pockets 
of a major magnate is no easy task 
unless a gun is employed, but these 
fellows made an art of the process. 
As soon as a worthy prospect ap- 
peared the owners talked the home 
town scribes into boosting him. But 
the boosting wouldn't be confined to 
one day or a week. It would con- 
tinue for an entire season or long- 
er, and sooner or later some big 
league owner would be_ convinced 
and the prospect would be on his 
way to the big tent. What has hap- 
pened to most of these phenoms is 
something cise again. 

The strange feature of this en- 
tire business is that the players 
who drew large sums from higher 
up were obtained for practically 
nothing. Four youngsters who 
eventually brought around $300,000 
merely walked into the park and 
put on a uniform. The investment 
in the four of them wasn’t in ex- 
cess of $100 railroad fare. This 
may seem like pure, unadulterated 
luck, but the owners at least de- 
serve credit for not ignoring the 
“tips” sent in on the lads by friends 
of the club. 

The first sale under the present 
regime was to the Cubs in 1918, 
The player was Charley Pick and 
$5,000 was the price. He didn’t last 
long. Then Rert Cole, a hurler who 
was grabbed off the semi-pro_ dia- 
mond, was shipped to Detroit for 
$15,000, He never caused a ripple 
in the leaguo and now he's back 
where ho started.
